WASHINGTON—Republican members of the 

Senate Foreign Relations Committee have come 

forward with a major political attack on the foreign policy of the 

Administration in which it is charged that most of our present- 

day ills in Korea and elsewhere stem from a failure in 1945 to 
recognize the real aims of the Kremlin. 


Because of this failure, the Republicans said, a long train of 
disastrous circumstances was brought on, with Russia given “a 
green light to grab whatever it could in China, Korea and For- 
mosa.” 


Nothing New The attack made by the Republican Sena- 

. tors is, of course, basically true, although 
there is nothing new or helpful in the indictment. With the ex- 
ception of a few references to Korea, the whole statement could 
have been written three years ago, when we first came to realize 
that we had been too trustful of Soviet plans and purposes in the 
commitments made at Yalta and Potsdam. 


Democrats are accusing the Republicans of using the wisdom 
of hindsight in condemning what took place five years ago. It 
is obviously true, as the GOP members charge, that American lead- 
ership did fail to recognize at the time the true aims of the Krem- 
lin, with the result that we did make concessions which proved 
unwise and unnecessary. But if errors were made we were not 
aware of them at the time and both the American people and 
our top military leaders endorsed what was done as a proper step 
toward victory and peace. 

Perhaps the best answer the Democrats could make to the 
GOP attack is to remind that no effort was made by the Republi- 
can party or its members of Congress to hold our armies intact 
in Europe and Asia after the war until satisfactory agreements could 
be reached for world peace. That would have been protection 
against any machinations of the Russians for aggression. There is 
no evidence to show that the Republicans did not join the clamor 
for “bringing the boys back home” as soon as victory was achieved. 

Nor is there any logic in blaming the Democratic Administra- 
tion for failure to understand the Russians. After all we had been 
allies together’in fighting the greatest war in history. We had done 
everything possible to save their skins, thinking of ourselves at 
the same time, also, and certainly had a right to be trustful of 
their appreciativeness to the extent that we felt they could be 
counted on to aid in bringing about stable world conditions after- 
wards. 


What the Republicans are doing in seeking 
Only Natural to make a live issue of foreign policy can be 
excused, perhaps, on the grounds that all is fair in love, war and 
politics. Democrats would probably do the same thing if the situa- 
tion were reversed. The Republicans are out to exploit the Ko- 
rean situation for whatever it is worth in the coming November 
elections. 

An entirely new set of factors has arisen since the Korean 
crisis developed. Domestic issues promised to be the order of the 
day before the Communist invasion of South Korea. On that basis 
the Democrats were confident of retaining their control of Con- 
gress by an easy victory. The Republicans were not even hopeful 
of upsetting Democratic control. 

But now the events in Korea offer the dominant theme of 
public interest. If we should be shoved out of Korea within the 
next two months, or if by the time of the election our forces are 
still being pushed back, the public reaction might be severe against 
the party in power. What happens in Korea between now and the 


date of the election might easily determine the outcome in Novem- 


ber. 

The Republicans are, therefore, laying the groundwork for 
possible eventualities. They want to be prepared to exploit any 
situation that may arise. The attack just made by the four Re- 
publican Senators on administration foreign policy was designed 
to that end. Regardless of who is at fault the party in power will 
naturally bear the brunt of the blame for any disaster that 
meets us. 


That precisely is the way the Democrats came 
Old Axiom into power some 18 years ago. The Republi- 
eans were in power and President Hoover got the blame for the 
great depression that hit us under his administration. It is an old 
axiom of politics that those who take credit for the sunshine can~ 
not complain too bitterly of the rain. 
If by the time of the November election our boys have the 
Communists on the run in Korea, then the administration will be 


able to claim credit for the ray of sunshine that has been long 


overdue in the Korean overcast. The Republican attack would 
be lost in the general jubilation. But if the reverse is true it could 
be the deciding factor in the election.

2. Opposition to imposing an excess 
profits tax now. This makes very cynical and

On Piggy-Back 


TOKYO—I guess they are back in the States 
by now, these two young officers who escaped 
‘ from perhaps certain death by means of a step- 
ladder and a piggy-back ride. 

They are lazing along in a T-6 (light observation plane) over 
enemy territory. Out of nowhere and without any warning, a 
Russian-built Yak attacked. 

Lt. Bill Dusell of Wisconsin Dells, Wis., put the little plane 
into a dive in the hope of getting close to the ground where the 
much greater speed of the Russian-built plane would prove a 


handicap for its North Korean pilot. 

3 “But the Yak made a tight turn and came after 
Black Out us again,” he told me the other day as he lay rig- 
idly in his cast at Tokyo General Hospital and his wife tenderly 
lighted him a cigarette. “This time he didn’t miss. His guns 
chewed a big chunk off the wing and we began to spin out of 
control. We hit the ground hard and I blacked out.” 

Second Lt. Don Bazzurro of Staten Island, N. Y., the observer 
on the disastrous flight, extricated himself from the wreckage. 
He tried to stand up but toppled over in great pain on his broken 
leg. He looked at the unconscious Dusell and diagnosed that his 


pal’s back was broken. 


Bazzurro then set out on what must be rated one of the more 
excruciating treks of the war, an effort to crawl to the American 
lines to report on Dusell’s whereabouts and condition. 

Across the scorched face of some of the vilest country in the 
world Bazzurro crawled for one torturous mile. 

Then, though almost delirious from pain, he heard footsteps. 
He took out his .45 and waited for the short sharp fight that would 
end his life. 


A North Korean soldier came into view and, to his wide-eyed. 


astonishment, found himself “covered” by the stricken American 
on the ground at his feet. The North Korean dropped his gun 
and stood there while Bazzurro debated whether to kill him. 

Then the man from Staten Island got an inspirational idea. 
Gesturing with his gun he commanded the North Korean soldier 
to lift him from the ground. He kept a firm grip on hi& gun. And 
in a moment he was in a piggy-back position astride the enemy, 
gun at the back of the enemy’s head. 

“Okay, get going,” Bazzurro said, using his good leg and free 
hand to urge his strange carrier in the right direction.

Youthful Rescuer Several miles closer to the American 
positions the pair, locked in their 
stifling embrace, were brought under fire by a North Korean 
patrol. 

Bazzurro ordered full speed ahead and as the man beneath 
him lunged forward bullets splattered hot mud over them from 
the spot where the man of burden had stood a moment before. 

Hour after hour that day the reluctant means of transporta- 
tion brought his burden closer and closer to safety. 

In the meantime Dusell regained consciousness and found 
himself staring in the eyes of a Korean boy of about 12. Some- 
how bridging the language barrier he dispatched the boy to the 
American lines to ask for help. 

An hour or two after the boy had gone, four South Koreans 
found Dusell and touched by his condition not only found a litter 
for him—it was a stepladder—but consented to carry him. 

In leading an American patrol toward the spot where he ex- 
pected to find Dusell, the Korean boy was shot through the chest 
by a North Korean patrol. .The American patrol put the enemy 
to rout, however, and pressed on with the wounded boy, still 
conscious, to direct them. 

The strange procession carrying Dusell ran into the Ameri- 
can patrol several miles from the lines, did an about face and 
led the ladder-borne flyer to safety. 

Dusell beat Bazzurro in by more than an hour. Though in 
dire need of hospitalization himself, he first asked that the medics 
receive the Korean lad. They agreed and qs Dusell was carried 
to a cot he took off his wrist watch and gave it to the boy and into 
the kid’s eyes came a mute look of humble gratitude. 

“T pray that that kid pulls through,” Dusell told me. “I owe 
him an awful lot. Maybe some day I can repay him properly.”

another factor that made me feel, erroneously, 
soon fold up. After I left the carriers, I 
“= #$ bomber groups that were working out of Okinawa. 
— , group from Guam that had carried the burden throughout 
weeks of the war, and they had been used mainly for troop support—trying to cut 
railroads close behind the areas where the ground fighting was going on, I never 


stood why the Navy attack bombers were used on strategic targets at first, and the 
bombers were used on pinpoint targets, but the military is a constant source of bewilderment to me 
anyway. At any rate, I stuck around until two new bomber groups came out from the States. 


These were elements of the Strategic Air 
Command, supposedly the finest trained bomber 
crews in the country. The plan was for them to 
lay on about a 30-day campaign which would 
completely knock out thé North Korean rail 
lines, all the industry that wag supporting the 
war, and so cripple her logistics that she couldn't 
carry on the war. 


I went on the first big strike with them—a 
radar bombing raid in which we were supposed 
to hit a big marshaling yard in North Korea, 
way up near the Russian border. 


Well, some of the planes hit the target 
and some didn’t, but on the whole it was a 
most successful mission, and there was a 
considerable amount of confidence around 
the bombing headquarters, as the next few 
days of big strikes went on, that we were 
going to be able te shut them off from their 
supplies. 


There were a few things wrong, of course. 
In ordinary peagetime a bomber squadron does 
not have a full war complement of armorers— 
the guys who fix the bombs so they will ex- 
plode and load them into the planes. The result 
was that the combat creWs .themselves had to 
do all this work. Sometimes—oftimes in fact— 
the crews would work until midnight, cranking 
the 500-pound bombs up into the bomb bays, go 
to bed for two hours’ sleep, and then fly a nine 
or 10-hour bombing mission. In a few days they 
were all so worn out they were staggering, and 
I think it is a tribute to their stamina that they 
were able to hit the peninsula of Korea, much 
less a pinpoint target. 


I also ‘think some of our plane losses were 
due to the fact the crews were worn out. They’d 
go over the target, drop their bombs, put the 
plane on automatic pilot and head for home. 
Then everybody, except the plane commander, 
would go sound asleep. One plane, coming back 
this way without being on the alert, got shot 
down by an enemy fighter they only saw for a

fraction of a second as he whizzed past. His 
bullets woke the crew. 

This weariness resulted in some accidents, 
too. I remember one afternoon I walked down 
to the flight line as the bombers were 
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two holes in the top of the bolt. 
will cause the gun to fire. 

So, half asleep, he tripped the wreng 
the gun fired with the back plate off, and 
50,000 pounds of pressure generated by a 
caliber cartridge firing drove the bolt back 
into his head. He fell there under the tail 
the plane with that ugly piece of metal in 
head. The doctors didn’t even try to remove 
for there was no use, and he died only a little 
while after reaching the hospital, 


It is these needless deaths, the acci- 
dental deaths, that disturb you even more 
than the combat casualties. I was standing | 
in a bivowac area the other day when & 
youngster, clearing a 45-caliber pistol, shot 
himself in the head by accident. Of course 
he, too, died instantly. 


All in all, though, living with the bombers, 
I had the feeling that here was great power that 
soon must make itself feit. The Koreans, I 
figured, could not hold out against both the 
fleet and the bombers. They'd soon run out of 
gasoline and ammunition and their drive on the 
ground would slow to a stop and we could chop 
them up. 

And that, too, has proved to be wrong, as I 
soon learned when I left for the front, and saw 
how we had to fight on the ground, the kind of 
enemy we were facing, and the tools we had 
to fight with. But I'll drop you another note 
about that tomorrow.

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The Very Adaptable Old Lard Pail 


In The Christian Science Monitor 


The wild raspberries this year have been extra good, and I’ve gone up each day to accumulate 
my portion in a lard pail. I mention the lard pail thus specifically because I think a lot of people 
will be glad to know at least one is still in use at berrying time—although a lot of other equally fine 


people may not know just what I’m talking about. 


These other people might be able to explain 


the difference between esoteric disintegration and nuclear fission, if any, but as far as they are con- 


cerned a lard pail is nothing much. 

As a matter of fact, the lard pail, except for 
a few old fogies like me, has pretty much petered 
out. In the days of simpler things, they used to 
render the leaf portions of a fetched hog and de- 
liver the shortening thus gained to consumers in 
a small tin pail fitted with a cover and a wire 
handle. After the lard had gone its culinary way 
the pails were used’ for a number of things, in- 
cluding berrypicking. 


The pails came in several sizes, but the 
three-pound and the five-pound had more 
uses. The bigger one, say a ten-pound, with 
a piece of wax paper under the cover, was 
a traditional cookie can on the pantry shelf. 


Then they made lunch bugkets. Up in Can- 
ada, tourists can still see little Marie and Tele- 
sphore going to school with their lunches in lard 
pails, Canada still retaining some of the antique 
goodnesses. The Canadian pails are red, with a 
maple leaf recumbent as a trade-mark. 

Perhaps the first time the adaptability of a 
lard pail was made clear to me was one summer 
as a boy when I got a job and worked out. The 
first day I carried my lunch in a pasteboard 
box, for some unremembered reason that was 
probably satisfactory at the time. 

When noontime came we sat in a circle under 
an oak and gave our attention to the nutriment 
provided. The other boys and men opened their 
lard pails, laid the piece of pie on the cover to 
one side, and held the pails between their knees 
while they ate. At once I observed the superiori- 
ty of the lard pail to a shoe box. I couldn’t hold 
the box between my knees without crushing the 
mocha cake into the beef sandwiches. 

When we finished eating the others jumped 
up and scouted into the nearby woods to fill their 
pails with blackberries—and there I was with a 
shoe box. It had no bail to loop through my belt, 
or to hang on one thong of suspenders, leaving 
4oth hands free to gather. I had to hold the box 
in the flat of one hand, and the noon hour was up 
before I had half a mess. 

‘The next day I carried my dinner in a lard 
pail like a human being. 

However, it’s as a berry pail we are consid- 
ering the utensil, for which it is ideally con- 
structed. You might not think it, but there has to

be a design to a berry pail. It has fo hang just 
right from your belt, and it mustn't be too big. 
You always have a milk pail sitting on a stump 
to dump into, so the picking pail isn’t for quan- 
tity. Some people might suppose any pot from the 
kitchen would serve. But only a lard pail will 
really hang right, and swing right as you wallow 
over slash piles and keep the berries safely in 
place. 


I'm not talking about cultivated berfies, you 
know—I’m talking about the wild ones you have 
to go out and fight for in the puckerbrush—the 
only real berries when the showdown comes. 
You can climb over and through a mare’s nest of 
pine limbs with a lard pail of berries dangling 
at your belt and never lose one berry, I know, 
beeause I’ve done it. Almost anything else will 
upside-down .on you at the first fernbraké and 
make you sorry. 

People who wouldn't cry over a whole car- 
load of spilt milk will go all to pieces when they 
upset a choice collection of succulent raspberries 
into a copse of hardhack and cleaverwort. 


A lard pail has an aesthetic value, too, 
when it is heaped up. Berries look nicer in 
a lard pail than anything else. I don’t know 
why; they just doe. I have proved it every 
day, twice a day, now for a week. 


Except the first day. Everybody was going 
down to pick peas. I planted them, hoed them, 
and got them up to that point, and I thought 
I could change work. So I went 
with some little baskets because I couldn’t find 
my lard pail. That night we had green peas, new 
Rose potatoes, and wild strawberry shortcake, 
and I groused because somebody stole my 

“Somebody stole my pail,” I said, and I 
tush-tushed. Then I found it hanging on a raft- 
er nail, where I had put away some popcorn 
seed. 

Since then I’ve been up twice a day and filled 
it. We freeze some, and preserve some, and eat 
the rest. So I know that you can’t pick berries 
in anything but a lard pail. This may not 
world-shaking information, but, as I say, 
will be those who will be glad to hear it.

have somehow become a memory, evoked only by nostalgic 
old-timer at family reunions. 


What place does religion have 
in the 20th century home, where 
the family meets only for a 
quick snack at dinner time, and 
the television set is the tie that 
binds? 

It is a dying element in the 
American domestic scene, or is 
it still a potent force, even 
though it is not expressed as it 
once was? 

Atlanta ministers take vary- 
ing views on the subject. 

Optimistic about the position 
of religion in the home is Dr. 
Monroe F. Swilley, pastor of the 
Second-Ponce de Leon Baptist 
Church, who says “the Ameri- 
can home is becoming increas- 
ingly aware that Christianity is 
caught as well as taught.” 

Pointing out that the Church 
ean't fulfill her mission without 
the wholehearted co-operation 
of the parents, Swilley adds that 
the great ideas of Christianity 
which are taught in the Church 
achool “are imbued with power 
when actually demonstrated in 
the home.” 

One of the most promising 
signs on the horizon today, ac- 
cording to Swilley, “is the 

teamwork between 
the Church and the home.” 

According to Bob White, di-« 
rector of religious education at 
North Avenue Presbyterian 
Church, people are living too 
fast to take time to pray in the 


home. 

Religion in the home, he adds, 
can give the whole family a 
deep sense of security which

delinquency and most of the oth- 
er ills of the American home. 

Believing that the condition of 
religion in the home is relative- 
ly poor, Rev. Bevel Jones, pas- 
tor of the Audubon Forest 
Methodist Church, attributes 
this to the fact that the home is 
not the. “cohésive force it once 
was.” 

“Religious faith,” says Jones, 
“is nurtured primarily in the 
fellowship of the family. This 
fellowship is feeble today be- 
cause of the divers demands of 
society.” 

“Also,” he adds, “the tenor 
of our times is such that the 
little association the family has 
is lacking in the rudiments of 
religion. Religion in the home 
today is anemic because the 
heart of the home is the family 
altar, and this is, for the most 
part, a thing of the past.” 

Taking a somewhat more op- 
timisti¢d view of the subject is 
Rabbi Harry Epstein, who be- 
lieves that, although there is 
less family prayer, Bible read- 
ing and other overt expressions 
of religion, ethically we are no 
worse ‘off.
